"I'd Rather Be A Justice 
Than President" Taft Says

Washington — M5)— Untroubled by 


ths maddening swirl of politics, Wil- 
liam Howard Taft is rounding out his 
seventieth year happier in his daily 
work than he ever has been before 
in or out of' office. 


As he looks back over the two- 


score years of public service the only 
man who has been both president and 
chief justice says quite frankly that 
he does not consider that he was "fit- 
ted" for the political arena and that 
he would rather be where he is today 
than in the white house. 


He is so well satisfied and so great- 


ly encouraged over the recent improv- 
mcnt in his health that he has no in- 
tention of leaving the bench when he 
becomes eligible for retirement. He 
will be 70 years old in September and 
if he chose could retire on full pay in 
1931 when he completes 10 years ser- 
vice as chief justice. But he prefers 
to remain in harness. 


GIVES INTERVIEW 


These disclosures were made to the 


Associated Press by Mr. Taft in a 
friendly and intimate talk with the 
correspondent just before he 
left 


Washington recently for his summer 
home in Canada, He now has con- 
sented to publication of this talk, in 
which he touched on many personal 
subjects aad discussed with a know- 
ledge no other man ever possessed, 
the'comparative requirements of the 
presidency and the chief justiceship. 


The talk took place ' m the study 


which he fitted out for himself some 
years ago in his home on Wyoming- 
ave. As 'he approaches his compari- 
son of the two great offices he has 
held, Mr. Taft made a passing refer- 
ence to; Theodore Roosevelt.

tish. American and Japanese plenipo- 
tentiaries at the trl-parite naval con- 
ference met privately Tuesday eve- 
ning in an endeavor to solve the crisis 
at the conference.

American delegate and Viscount Ishii 
of Japan, and later between Mr. Gib- 
son and W. C- Brldgeman, British del- 
egate, failed to improve the existing 
critical situation confronting the tri- 
partite naval conference. 


Lord Cecil, Xdmiral Sir Frederick 


Field and also Rear Admiral Hilary P. 
Jones of the United States navy were 
present at the Anglo-American parley, 
which, according to reliable 
reports, 


was rather lively. 


The next word lies with the govern- 


ments in Washington, London and 
Tokyo. It is they who must help or 
even direct the solution of the cruiser 
problem which if not settled 
means 


the collapse of the conference. 


Apparently, Washington 
must tell 


London that the new maximum cruis- 
er figures submitted by Hugh S. Gib- 
son embody America's last upward 
concession, "if Washington 
really 


means this:_'and Tokyo must let 
Downing Street know how Japan re- 
gards cruiser limitations. 


The situation on Wednesday is that 


the American delegation has told the 
British that limitation can only be 
achieved by keeping cruiser strength 
within.400,000 tpns,-3vhicJ^u3;<Boine 50.- 
000"tons'hl^h'erfth*an theiSre'sent' Atrier- 
ican crtfteer strength. 


The American's say inr-effect: "We 


do no't object to you having 70-odd 
cruisers if, you really need them, but 
distribute the tonnage so tliat the to- 
tal will not create a big excess over 
your present total tonnage." 


To this the British answer: "We 


need about seventy cruisers, but if you 
Americans insist upon keeping large- 
size cruisers, then we must naturally 
build our cruisers up to maximum size 
when the time comes to replace the old 
ships, some 30 of which are 
of 5.000 


tons displacement or even less. If you 
will construct smaller ships, it will au- 
tomatically bring down our total ton- 
nage 
figures."

The only practicable solution now in 


sight seems to be a private agreement 
with Great Britain that she will con- 
tinue to build a certain number of the 
small cruisers which she has hitherto 
regarded as sufficient in size for colon- 
ial operation as insistence upon the 
right to build 10.000 and 7,500 ton ves- 
sels viould bring the British total near 
the 600.000 ton mark.

He Is to Scandin- 
avian, born in Wisconsin and bred in 
Minnesota. 


It appears that Michelefs motives 


arc altogether altruisMc. He has de- 
finite feelings about the fact that so 
many citizens rail to vote, but he docs 
not pose as a reformer, even though 
he founded the Xational Get-Out-iha- 
Vote Club. 
"Voting ought to be taught in the 


tchools." MicheM says- 
"To be a 


success, 
the movement to 
get all 


citizens to vote can't come from the 
skyscrapers; it must come from the 
precincts." 


Michelet's studies have led him to

prisoners to death has well merited the 
protest of the civilized nations. 


The soviet government 
has lost its 


head. It gained its point by wholesale 
killing and it fears it will itself be ex- 
tinguished by the same, method. 


Bolshevism has stood for some time 


convicted before ihe world'as a crime 
against civilization. The ramifications of 
its infamous intrigues and plots have 
very properly aroused the antagonism 
and enmity of thinking persons of all na- 
tions. And now the Russian people are 
themselves asking pertinent questions. 
Today the Soviet, by its insane and vici- 
ous acts, stands on the brink of extinction 
from without and within and when the 
crash comes the world will_ be better off. 


PIPES VERSUS. CIGARETTES 
• 


The once popular pipe is losing ground 


to the cigarette. This is the only conclu- 
sion that can be drawn from- the various 
statistics that have been published show- 
ing that the sales of pipe tobacco have 
steadily declined while the sales of cigar- 
ettes have 
steadily mounted and at 


present are at a high level, in fact, the 
highest ever recorded. For instance, the 
word comes from London that the use of 
the calabash, meerschaum, and briar is 
on the wane. In the theaters and the clubs 
particularly, the cigarette is displacing 
the once popular man's smoke. 


The pipe's history is long and pictur- 


esque. In each country the pipe has its 
own past. 
For instance, when the pipe 


came into vogue in England there appear- 
ed professors of the art who gave lessons 
for a moderate charge. Books and pamph- 
lets expounded the proper technique, how 
the smoke should not be drawn into the 
nose or lungs, but should be drawn into 
the mouth and then expelled through the 
lips. 


The Indians of America had the calu- 


met before Columbus arrived. Pipes have 
been found in different parts of the world 
made of leaves, bamboo stalks, stone, 
bones, potter}1, brass and iron. America 
made its unique contribution to pipe his- 
tory with the corncob, perfected by a 
middle west smoker whose identity is un- 
known. 


But no matter what a pipe is made of it 


eventually will stink to high heaven. 
Women do not like to smell them, neither 
do they like to smoke them. Thus we sus- 
pect that the fair sex has been some- 
what responsible for the decline in popu- 
larity of the cigarette. Whether it is a 
good tendency or not yet remains to be 
seen. 


VEGETABLES MORE POPULAR 
Consumption of fruits and vegetables 


by the American public is now almost 
twice what it was ten years ago. a study 
recently completed by 
the Bureau of 


Railway Economics as to rail shipments 
shows. The survey covers all mail ship- 
ments during the past ten years of the 
sixteen principal fruits and vegetables 
grown in this country. 


In the period from 1917 to 1919 the an- 


nual average shipments of the sixteen 
principal fruits and vegetables amounted 
to 478.540 carloads. For the years 1924 to 


1926 
the annual average was 848.099 car- 


loads, which was an increase of 77 per 
cent compared with ten years ago. 
In 


contrast with this increase, the total 
population during that period increased 
only 12 per cent. 


In general the survey shows that Ihe 


greatest increases took place in those 
fruits and vegetables which, because of 
their highly perishable nature, have hith- 
erto been regarded as luxuries or del- 
icacies, but have not become items of 
commcn consumption. 


This trend toward a heavier consump- 


tion of vegetables is a welcome one and 
one which v.-ii] show up in the time to 
come in grc.r.iv increased improvement 
in general health. We are :n the mid?* of 
all sorts of :icv.- ideas about dieting and 
calorics and ail that sort of thing, yet al- 
most all of the systems emphasize thnt 
most f-;:itf arid vegetables may be eaten 
with qrcat benefit.

Something- Imd to be 
done about the .suicide wave, But people -still want 
advice about reduction. Almost dailv they write in 
to ask why. I don't give an occasional talk on the 
subject <>C i eduction. Now it seems to liie that my 
favorite indoor sport for lo these many years has 
been giving Just such advice. It flatters me. too. 
to know that fat folks like my talks on obesity. 
Still, fat Isn't everything. There are other borrows, 
horrors or troubles in the world and I must not dis- 
criminate. Then, too, I like to be different. Kceent- 
ly. it seems, about everybody •who had access to a 
typewriter that will run has hopped into the reduc- 
tion business. The papers have fairly reeked with 
reduction advice and diets and warnings about the 
methods of competitors, from doctors both real and 
phony, dietitians oven and paper, and dllletants as- 
sorted. The last named experts give the ca.sie.st ad- 
vice: the doctors the severest: the dietitians feed 
plenty of applesauce and that's what people like. 


I endeavor to make my own reduction medicine as 


palatable as possible without omitting essential in- 
gredients. 1 offer no guarantee, except that any- 
body who tries my method will suffer no Injury 
from it. 


Unlike the general run of physicians in this line 


I pick and choose my customers arbitrarily. Your 
own fancy that you should reduce means nothing 
at all to me. Before I can consent to give you the 
slightest suggestioh I insist on forming my own 
opinion about that, and to this end I am forced to 
lay down the following rules for all who seek re- 
duction advice from this department. 


1.—Few persons under 21 years of age should 


attempt to reduce unless under medical supervision. 


2.—In certain cases medicines are valuable in the 


reduction regimen, but safe only under medical care. 


3.—People over -10 should strive to avoid every 


pound of slacker flesh. 


5.—Reducing by sweat baths is dumbbells' de- 


light for whatever weight Is lost m terms of sweat 
today will hp restored within 48 hours in terms of 
drinkinar water. 


6.—The test of any reduction regimen is that it 


must not only improve one's appearance but it must 
benefit one's health.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Shrimp 


What can be in a can of dry pack shrimp, that 


is not in the wet pack, that might cause ptomaine 
poisoning? Which is the safer to buy. and would 
discolored wax lining, indicate trouble in the con- 
tents of the can? I heard that dry pack shrimp was 
the predisposing- cause of President Harding-'s death. 
Is that true? (A. A. M.) 


Answer—I can find no authentic record of pto- 


maine poisoning: from shrimp. Perhaps that idea 
arises from the accidental occurrence of an outbreak 
of botulism somewhere. Botulism is a {term dis- 
ease that may be carried in any kind of canned or 
even fresh food, fish or meat, fruit and the like, 
when the food happens to be contaminated with, the 
botulinus haccilus. Shrimp fresh or canned by dry 
pack or wet pack process is a perfectly, sfefe food, 
of course it has nothinjr to do with President Hard- 
ing's illness. The health authorities do not consider 
discoloration of the lining of the tin objectionable. 
But they do advise that any canned food, whether 
canned at home or in factory, be discarded if on 
opening- that can you note any "queer"' odor or ap- 
pearance, that is. any odor or appearance, not or- 
dinarily oresent in such canned food. 


How to Walk 


I Would be obliged if you will tell me whether it 


is more graceful to walk upon the heel or upon the 
ball of the foot. (J. H. C.) 


Answer—Walk toeing straight ahead or even' toe- 


in:: in slightly, and let the ball of the foot touch 
the ground an impreceptible moment before the heel 
does. This refers to walking barefoot or in mocca- 
sins or in other footgear without raised heels. This 
is the way the Indians walked, and it is the way ex- 
perienced hikers find least fatiguing. Never walk 
on the heels.—it is always ungraceful, jarring, tir- 
ing, deforming-, unsafe on a slippery floor or pave- 
ment. Heel lifts or high heels of any kind arc an 
evil to be sedulously avoided if you want to have 
u.=eful. graceful, happy feet. High heels make one 
walk like a horse only without the natural grace of 
the horse. They make one walk rather like a horse 
with spring halt. AH this commercial propaganda 
about hoe! iar is not the half of it. The "real rem- 
edy is to discard heels altogether. All who" can go 
barefoot should do so for the benefit of general 
health as well as the feet.

in?.

otte Bronte was that she was shy. 
She was too shy to publish under hot- 
own name and when trie book was 
linshed she sent it to a publisher in 
London under the pen-name of "Cur- 
rer Bell," pretending even to the pub- 
isher that she was a man. The book 
vas accepted and still the secret was 
tept. It had become famous all over 
England and America and still her 
own publishers did not know that 
'Currer Bell" was a woman. 


Far stranger than that, her own 


father did not know his daughter had 
written a book until it was the talk 
of England. The reviews 
of "Jane 


Eyre," by "Gurrer Bell," had been 
flooded in and the writer's father was 
is much conscious of this new repu- 
alion in the making as anyone: it 
was a reading family at Hawarth and 
ts members kept in touch with what 
was going on in London. 


One morning Charlotte entered her 


father's study and put 
a. copy of 


•Jane Eyre" into the hands with the 
words. "Papa, I've been writing a 
)ock." He did not yet understand tliat 
it was that particular book <5lie was 
referring ,to. Then she gave him a 
batch of laudatory reviews and he fin- 
ally was made to understand that his 
daughter was "Currer"Bell." 


The secret was kept- in the family 


for a long time. On one occasion Miss 
Bronte was 
visiting , an intimate 


friend in the neighborhood when a 
consignment of galley proofs were de- 
livered to her. She corrected them 
but said 
nothing and

seems to have respected her reticence.

Paired 
with Miss Wells, she won the women's 
doubles from the South Africans. Miss 
Bobbie Heine and Mrs. J. Peacock, 
and then returned to the couit after a 
few minute's rest and with Hunter 
raced through the semi-finals of the 
mixed doubles, winning from another 
South American team. Louis Ray. 
mond and the same

Heine."

rung down over Wimbledon of 1927, 
she appeared
